Mrs. John O. Miller Addresses 

Women Voters of Narberth 



Over a hundred women gathered in 
Klin Hall on Friday afternoon, Septem- 
ber 24th, to listen to Mrs. John O. 
Miller, of Pittsburgh, president of the 
Pennsylvania League of Women Voters. 

Mrs. Miller very ably outlined the 
purposes and scope of this organiza- 
tion, which resulted in about forty of 
the women present affiliating themselves 
with the League. 

Through the united efforts of this or- 
ganization throughout the t'nitod States 
the women of tho country propose to 
work for the passage of certain bills 
as recommended by it and to aim gen- 
erally to bring about better civic and 
cleaner political conditions. 

Meetings will be called from time to 
time as the occasion warrants, and as 
much information as practicable will be 
disseminated through these columns. 

Mrs. Miller expressly urged the wom- 
en present to take their voting privi- 
lege seriously and to think about the 
great responsibility and opportunity 
that is now theirs. A sample ballot, 
with its intricacies, was also explained 
be Mrs. Miller. 

Manv of the women present expressed 
genuine gratitude at the privilege of 
hearing so able and convincing a speak- 



er as Mrs. Miller, and tho writer . is 
confident that if there were any doubt- 
in." Thomases in the audience they 
were (irmly convinced before leaving 
that there were great opportunities 
ahead of them for real constructive 
thought and action. 

The Manual of Citizenship for the 
State of Pennsylvania was on sale for 
50 cents; other copies may be had by 
phoning Xarberth 163S-M. This publi- 
cation is compiled by the Pennsylva- 
nia League of Women Citizens and con- 
tains much valuable information that 
every woman voter should know. It 
deals with the Right of Citizens Guar- 
anteed by the Constitution of Pennsyl- 
vania, Framework of the Government, 
Election Laws (Summarized) and Or- 
ganization of Political Parties. 

A meeting will be called later for the 
election of officers and at the same time 
it is hoped that some arrangement can 
be made whereby a trial election may 
be held prior to election day, present- 
ing all the irregularities possible in an 
election, and thoroughly familiarizing 
each woman with the proper use of the 
ballot. 

Women will be urged to use the polls 
between 10 A. M. and -1 P. M. as much 
as possible so as to avoid congestion.

The rates for the use of the building 
will, until further notice, be as follows:

Meeting in Interest 

of Boy Scouts 



A public meeting was held in the in- 
terest of our local Boy Scouts troop on 
Tuesday evening at Flm Hall, the prin- 
cipal object being to discuss ways and 
means of providing a permanent home 
for the troop. There were ninny friends 
of the boys present, several of whom 
spoke in high terms of the work being 
done by the Boy Scouts and the very 
helpful' nature of the organization not 
only to the boys themselves but to 
every community in which they exist. 

Dr. O. J. Snyder was selected as tem- 
porary chairman. Scoutmaster Fred C. 
Patten explained the position of the 
troop as to a .meeting place or home, 
stating that since the Y. M. C. A. has 
not been in use the hoys are virtually 
without a place to meet. There are 
thirty-eight enrolled, and they now 
have' an average attendance of twenty- 
eight at every meeting. This number 
would no doubt lie increased to at least 
a hundred had they a suitable, perma- 
nent, home where they could have all 
literature, books, flags and other para- 
phenalia essential to an active and ef- 
ficient troop.
